of the United States. The prompt- 
ness with which the momentous de- 
cision was made shows how fixed 
is the "British habit to pay, and 
how jealously it guards its financial 
honor. 
, 


Beneficial Effects 


The fact that a settlement of this 


question between the United States 
and Great Britain has been amica- 
bly affected is of groat con.itrUL- 
tive importance and will IK- so re- 
garded throughout the world 
It 


will be appreciated in this country 
th.it Great Britain has been influ- 
enced by a very strong desire to 
maintain the bcit relations with 
the United States. 
It is will 


known, on the other hand, that 
many people in this country would 
have been glad to ha\e had tru 
terms made easier, but that was 
impracticable. The settlement takes 
out of the way one possible inter- 
national 
complication, and must 


have an influence for the adjust- 
ment of the other disagreement;, 
which are distracting the world. 


The Other Debts 


This will be the first settlement 


in the list of the foreign/govern- 
ment debts to this'country, a fact, 
hdwever which must not be inter- 
preted to tht discredit of the other 
debtors, none of whom have the 
financial strength of Great Britain. 


The French government sent M 


Parmcntier as Commissioner 
to 


this country last summer. He sim- 
ply laid the financial condition of 
France before the American Com- 
missioners, explaining that in th<^c 
circumstances ind until the French 
government knew what it would 
receive from Germany, it would not 
be in position to make definite en- 
gagements, and would prefer to 
have the debt stand in its existing

Similar to Reparations Payments 
The' difficulties to be surmounted 


in dc.ilitig with all this indebtedness 
i uniting tei the United States Gov- 
ernment are fe>r the most part iden- 
tical with thej.se which attend upon 
the collection <if reparations from 
Germany by the allied countries. 
The public constantly thinks of the 
ilebts as we arc accustomed to 
think of indebtedness running from 
one individual to another in the 
same country, when in fact the con- 
ditions are very different. 


The government of a country ha; 


no means of paying its debts ex- 
cept by levying taxes, and there are 
limits beyond nhie.li tax levies yield 
diminishing instead of increasing 
le-turns. 
If it attempts to spread 


taxation directly over the whole 
people to an extent which lowers, 
the standard of living, it certainly 
will meet with resistance, probably 
resulting in u change of administra- 
tion and policy. Even if the credi- 


• tor government should go into the 


debtor country and attempt to levy 
general taxes upon the population, 
the attempt would be a failure. On 
the other hand, if taxes are directed 
only at the wealth of the debtor 
country, the effect will be to dimin- 
ish the supply e»f working capital, 
which cannot be done without af- 
fecting industry unfavorably, caus- 
ing unemployment, curtailing pro- 
duction—in the long run reducing 
revenues, rather than increasing 
them. 


Debts Must Be Paid in Goods 
Furthermore, there remains the 


particular difficulties that attend 
upon attempts lo pay great sums 
from one country to another in a 
elifferent money. Germany collects 
its re-venues in the.- paper mark- 
currency, but cannot pay repara- 
tion^ in that currency; and so Great 
Britain, 1'rance. Italy. Belgium and 
each of our other debtors collects 
its; revenues in its own paper cur- 
rency, none of which is acceptable 
m payments to the United States. 
The United States must be paid in 
its own money. 
There are only 


two wajs for tlit creditor countries 
to get United States money, and 
one ol" thc-c is available to only a 
moderate extent. 
They can ship 


sold hero, \vhicli will be accepted 
at the Treasury, because at that 
rate it can be converted into United 
States coin, 25 S crams standarel 
fineness to the- elollar, but noue of 
them have gold to spare. 
The 


other method is by selling gocds in 
this country, and thus creating 
bank credits here which will be 
available for pa>mcnts. 


The point is made that they need 


not icnd goods of their own pro- 
duction; they can export their own 
firoducts to South America or else- 
vvhe-re., and use the proceeds to pay 
for goods shipped from those coun- 
trie--, to the United States. This, 
however, docs not dispose of the 
difficulties. We arc already getting 
ibout all the goods we need from 
these other countries, and paying 
for them largely with our own 
•products 
The real difficulty is

International Settlements 


It follows (hat natural trade set- 


tles itself. 
It consists of give and 


lake — an exchange of commodities 
and services. We never could ha\c 
created an indebtedness of $10,000,- 
0(10,000 in our favor in two years 
of normal trade 
It is an abnormal 


situation, resulting from the war, 
which created an imperative de- 
mand for our products at very high 
prices and at tht same- time made 
it impossible for the buying coun- 
tries to sell even the usual quanti- 
ties of their products to us. 


The reparations obligation is of 


the same class, a great obligation 
suddenly 
created, 
without 
the 


debtor having received anything 
that increases his ability to pay. 
The debtor countries are called 
upon to produce an amount of com- 
modities sufficient to cancel these 
obligations, in addition to ' what 
they must produce to supply their 
o\vn 
current needs, including ex- 


ports in trade for their necessary 
imports. 
The 
debtor 
countries 


must either produce more or re- 
duce their own consumption in or- 
der to have goods to spare. 


Government Control 
Over 
Pro- 


duction and Consumption 


Unfortunately, 
production 
and 


consumption 
are largely beyond 


the control of governments. The 
wage-working class all over the 
world ha* been moved in this very 
period when the need for increased 
production is greater than ever be- 
fore to demand a reduction of 
hours of labor, so that 8 hours now 
generally constitutes a day's work 
in Europe 
This affects the ability 


of all the countries to produce 
goods' in excess of the habitual con- 
sumption of the population. It 
has been estimated by some eco- 
nomists that the difference between 
8 hours and JO hours daily produc- 
tion by the industries of Germany 
would in a year about equal the 
amount of annual reparation pay- 
ments demanded. 


It is impracticable, however, for 


governments to compel their peo- 
ple to work 10 boms per day if they 
are determined only to work 8, or 
to compel them to economize in 
expenditures, except by the indirect 
method of increasing taxation, and 
as already said this is impracticable 
when applied to the main body of 
/he population, because 
it 
can 


change the government. The peo- 
ple of the United States could pay 
the much-discu^ed soldiers' bonus 
by assenting t/r«r general sales tax, 
and save enough to pay the tax by 
abstaining from the consumption 
Of numerous unnecessary things. 
such as cigarettes, drinks of vari- 
ous kinds, chewing gum. cosmetics. 
candy, etc., buPthcy do'n,'t want to. 
and there is nq&practicab'te method 
of taxation thaj' will eliminate the 
unnecessary consumption The pow- 
ers of governments in this respect 
arc limited.

Effects Upon Exchange Rates 
Jt is safe to say th.it most of the 


people of this eountry v.'ho have- 
liccn insisting that our g'lvxrnmcnf 
lake steps forthwith lo make col- 
lections lipon the indebtedness run- 
ning to it, and even ready to ap- 
propriate the funds in advance for 
.specific purposes, as the fcoldiers' 
bonus, are thinking of tuch pay- 
ments as the French people have 
be-cn thinking of reparation 
pay- 


ments, as due and payable in cash. 
They cannot be collected, m rtiat 
form. Even if the debtor govern- 
ments were 
able- to collect tlie 


lu-cess.-iry revenues from their peo- 
ple, 
there still would remain the 


problem liow to convert the avail- 
able sums into money of the United 
Mates. 
The very attempt to con- 


vert such sums into our money m 
the exchange markets under exist-

Very likely that will be 
true again. And who knowrs what 
future wars may come?. Would « 
be well to raise tKe pTesuinptKm 
that debts created in war time will 
not be paid? And finally what ef- 
fect will the additional taxation' 
have on the standard of living of 
the debtor countries and t*h»t writ 
lie the effect of such payments upon 
the export and import trade and 
industries qf the United States? 


It would be well in many respectt • 


if the subject could be dealt with 
:n a tentative way, at least until 
the trade of the world is back ori 
an even keel, but on the other hand, 
ilierc are reasons for desiring to 
e-limmate as many factors ot un- 
certainty as possible. The debtor- 
e-ountries naturally do not view 
postponement as any great favor 
with interest piling up at the rate 
eif S per cent, or even 4 per cent. 
annually. Even at the lower rate 
it wouljl mean doubling the debt in 
25 years, and 25 ye-ars is not very 
Ijng in the affairs of nations. 


An International. Conference 
Unquestie>nably there is an im- 


portant body of opinion in this 
country in favor of our going far- 
ther, for the sake of achieving » 
general settlement, than Congresi! 
apparently is ready to go. Senti- 
ment in favor of calling an inter- 
national conference finds frequent 
expression m different parts of the 
country, hut it is useless for this 
government to invite a conference 
unless it is ready to share in the 
concessions which such a confer- 
ence will inevitably propose.

cemference is a place for reciprocal 
concessions. 
Our plea that the 


de-bts to the United States have no 
relation to the reparations may be 
convincing to us, but the troth is 
that-it carries conviction nowhere 
eUe. It may be logically faultless, 
but it is not psychologically persua- 
sive. France says thjit unless she 
collects important sums from 
Ger- 


many she cannot ^>ay the 'United 
States: how then can she -reduce 
her claims upon Germany? At a 
conference such questions must be 
answered face to face, and if w« 
have no answer that aids in the 
settlement we had better stay oat 
of the conference. 


Interests of the United States 
The fact is that the United State* 


t« interested 'in its own behalf ta

The growing support 
in the West and in Congress for 
proposals to finance the exporta- 
tion of our products with govern- 
ment credit nffords proof of this. 
Nobody has ventured as yet to sug-

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THE BRITISH DEBT SETTLEMENT

Eftchequer, the Hon. Stanley Bald- 
win, and Mr. Montague C. Norman, 
Governor of the Bank of England, 
who came to this country about the 
fiwt of the year to conduct negotia- 
tions lor the refunding of the Brit- 
ish debt to the United States Gov- 
ermpent, returned to England with- 
out closing an agreement, carrying 
with them terms suggested by the 


• United States Refunding Commis- 


sion. Negotiations of necessity had 
to take account of the fact that 
under the terms of our refunding 
act, the debt could not be extended 
beyond about twenty-Cue years, or 
the interest rate reduced below 4J<:» 
per cent. The British Cotmnission- 


• ers hoped for much better terms 


than these, and the Commissioners 
of the United States were disposed 
to consider certain 
concessions, 


with the purpose of submitting 
them to Congress, in cnse tiny

The terr.is

American Commii-sioiiers were as 
follows: 3 per cent, interest for 
,the first 10 years, and 3'/> per cent. 
for the remainder of the time until 
the debt is fully paid, -with annual 
payments upon the principal in 
round sums which will average ap- 
proximately Yi per cent, per an- 
num upon the gross debt over the 
entire period. On this basis the 


', 
actuarial figures work out a com- 
plete cancellation of the indebted- 
nets in about 62 years. 


The British Commissioners hav- 


ing exchanged views with the au- 
thorities in Washington returned

(he British Cabinet, which on Wed- 
nesday, January 31st, by action re- 
ported to have been unanimous, 
decided to accept the terms as 
stated above. 


It will now be necessary for Con- 


gress to amend the refunding act,

The Interest Rate 


The loans to Great Britain and 


Other countries with which, this 
country was associated in the war 


* were authorized by the acts of Con- 
gress carrying authority for the 
Liberty loans by which the funds 
were raised in the public market, 
and by their terms were to bear the 
same rate of interest as the Liberty 
bonds and mature at the same 
dates. These Liberty bonds bear 
*54 Per cent, interest and fall due 
jn about 25 years, but they may be 
paid or refunded much earlier.

British Expectations 


The British Commissioners and 


public opinion in Great Britain un- 
doubtedly hoped for still better 
terms, such as 2'4 per cent., or that 
interest for some years might be 
\\aived, pending world i eon cry to 
more normaj economic conditions. 
The LondoA Times, discussing the 
-subject after the Aniericau terms 
had been made public and pending 
a decision upon them, expressed 
what no doubt has been the com- 
mon view in British financial cir- 
cles: 


The c«»e for a modest rate of interest 


on ihe Bntiih debt is stronger on moral 
than on financial grounds. 
Tin. money uc

ther, we have offered and are prepared to 
treat our own debtors generously, and J5 
these are also America'!* debtor*, any writ 
ing off of debts that we may imlulgc in will 
accrue to her advantage as well us to the 
advantage of the debtors, sinic the less we 
take the more will the United Status be able 
to obtain. 


Nevertheless, 
British sentiment 


has never wavered on the proposi- 
tion that the debt must be squarely 
met 'and paid, to the satisfaction 
of the United States. The prompt- 
ness with which the momentous de- 
cision was made shows how fixed 
is the "British habit to pay, and 
how jealously it guards its financial 
honor. 
, 


Beneficial Effects 


The fact that a settlement of this 


question between the United States 
and Great Britain has been amica- 
bly affected is of groat con.itrUL- 
tive importance and will IK- so re- 
garded throughout the world 
It 


will be appreciated in this country 
th.it Great Britain has been influ- 
enced by a very strong desire to 
maintain the bcit relations with 
the United States. 
It is will 


known, on the other hand, that 
many people in this country would 
have been glad to ha\e had tru 
terms made easier, but that was 
impracticable. The settlement takes 
out of the way one possible inter- 
national 
complication, and must 


have an influence for the adjust- 
ment of the other disagreement;, 
which are distracting the world. 


The Other Debts 


This will be the first settlement 


in the list of the foreign/govern- 
ment debts to this'country, a fact, 
hdwever which must not be inter- 
preted to tht discredit of the other 
debtors, none of whom have the 
financial strength of Great Britain. 


The French government sent M 


Parmcntier as Commissioner 
to 


this country last summer. He sim- 
ply laid the financial condition of 
France before the American Com- 
missioners, explaining that in th<^c 
circumstances ind until the French 
government knew what it would 
receive from Germany, it would not 
be in position to make definite en- 
gagements, and would prefer to 
have the debt stand in its existing

Similar to Reparations Payments 
The' difficulties to be surmounted 


in dc.ilitig with all this indebtedness 
i uniting tei the United States Gov- 
ernment are fe>r the most part iden- 
tical with thej.se which attend upon 
the collection <if reparations from 
Germany by the allied countries. 
The public constantly thinks of the 
ilebts as we arc accustomed to 
think of indebtedness running from 
one individual to another in the 
same country, when in fact the con- 
ditions are very different. 


The government of a country ha; 


no means of paying its debts ex- 
cept by levying taxes, and there are 
limits beyond nhie.li tax levies yield 
diminishing instead of increasing 
le-turns. 
If it attempts to spread 


taxation directly over the whole 
people to an extent which lowers, 
the standard of living, it certainly 
will meet with resistance, probably 
resulting in u change of administra- 
tion and policy. Even if the credi- 


• tor government should go into the 


debtor country and attempt to levy 
general taxes upon the population, 
the attempt would be a failure. On 
the other hand, if taxes are directed 
only at the wealth of the debtor 
country, the effect will be to dimin- 
ish the supply e»f working capital, 
which cannot be done without af- 
fecting industry unfavorably, caus- 
ing unemployment, curtailing pro- 
duction—in the long run reducing 
revenues, rather than increasing 
them. 


Debts Must Be Paid in Goods 
Furthermore, there remains the 


particular difficulties that attend 
upon attempts lo pay great sums 
from one country to another in a 
elifferent money. Germany collects 
its re-venues in the.- paper mark- 
currency, but cannot pay repara- 
tion^ in that currency; and so Great 
Britain, 1'rance. Italy. Belgium and 
each of our other debtors collects 
its; revenues in its own paper cur- 
rency, none of which is acceptable 
m payments to the United States. 
The United States must be paid in 
its own money. 
There are only 


two wajs for tlit creditor countries 
to get United States money, and 
one ol" thc-c is available to only a 
moderate extent. 
They can ship 


sold hero, \vhicli will be accepted 
at the Treasury, because at that 
rate it can be converted into United 
States coin, 25 S crams standarel 
fineness to the- elollar, but noue of 
them have gold to spare. 
The 


other method is by selling gocds in 
this country, and thus creating 
bank credits here which will be 
available for pa>mcnts. 


The point is made that they need 


not icnd goods of their own pro- 
duction; they can export their own 
firoducts to South America or else- 
vvhe-re., and use the proceeds to pay 
for goods shipped from those coun- 
trie--, to the United States. This, 
however, docs not dispose of the 
difficulties. We arc already getting 
ibout all the goods we need from 
these other countries, and paying 
for them largely with our own 
•products 
The real difficulty is 


that 
such 
unusual 
commodity 


movements are bound to be a new 


element in the v.orld 


situation, .ilToclino- all iradf rela-

situation, resulting from the war, 
which created an imperative de- 
mand for our products at very high 
prices and at tht same- time made 
it impossible for the buying coun- 
tries to sell even the usual quanti- 
ties of their products to us. 


The reparations obligation is of 


the same class, a great obligation 
suddenly 
created, 
without 
the 


debtor having received anything 
that increases his ability to pay. 
The debtor countries are called 
upon to produce an amount of com- 
modities sufficient to cancel these 
obligations, in addition to ' what 
they must produce to supply their 
o\vn 
current needs, including ex- 


ports in trade for their necessary 
imports. 
The 
debtor 
countries 


must either produce more or re- 
duce their own consumption in or- 
der to have goods to spare. 


Government Control 
Over 
Pro- 


duction and Consumption 


Unfortunately, 
production 
and 


consumption 
are largely beyond 


the control of governments. The 
wage-working class all over the 
world ha* been moved in this very 
period when the need for increased 
production is greater than ever be- 
fore to demand a reduction of 
hours of labor, so that 8 hours now 
generally constitutes a day's work 
in Europe 
This affects the ability 


of all the countries to produce 
goods' in excess of the habitual con- 
sumption of the population. It 
has been estimated by some eco- 
nomists that the difference between 
8 hours and JO hours daily produc- 
tion by the industries of Germany 
would in a year about equal the 
amount of annual reparation pay- 
ments demanded. 


It is impracticable, however, for 


governments to compel their peo- 
ple to work 10 boms per day if they 
are determined only to work 8, or 
to compel them to economize in 
expenditures, except by the indirect 
method of increasing taxation, and 
as already said this is impracticable 
when applied to the main body of 
/he population, because 
it 
can 


change the government. The peo- 
ple of the United States could pay 
the much-discu^ed soldiers' bonus 
by assenting t/r«r general sales tax, 
and save enough to pay the tax by 
abstaining from the consumption 
Of numerous unnecessary things. 
such as cigarettes, drinks of vari- 
ous kinds, chewing gum. cosmetics. 
candy, etc., buPthcy do'n,'t want to. 
and there is nq&practicab'te method 
of taxation thaj' will eliminate the 
unnecessary consumption The pow- 
ers of governments in this respect 
arc limited.

Effects Upon Exchange Rates 
Jt is safe to say th.it most of the 


people of this eountry v.'ho have- 
liccn insisting that our g'lvxrnmcnf 
lake steps forthwith lo make col- 
lections lipon the indebtedness run- 
ning to it, and even ready to ap- 
propriate the funds in advance for 
.specific purposes, as the fcoldiers' 
bonus, are thinking of tuch pay- 
ments as the French people have 
be-cn thinking of reparation 
pay- 


ments, as due and payable in cash. 
They cannot be collected, m rtiat 
form. Even if the debtor govern- 
ments were

portance. Very likely that will be 
true again. And who knowrs what 
future wars may come?. Would « 
be well to raise tKe pTesuinptKm 
that debts created in war time will 
not be paid? And finally what ef- 
fect will the additional taxation' 
have on the standard of living of 
the debtor countries and t*h»t writ 
lie the effect of such payments upon 
the export and import trade and 
industries qf the United States? 


It would be well in many respectt • 


if the subject could be dealt with 
:n a tentative way, at least until 
the trade of the world is back ori 
an even keel, but on the other hand, 
ilierc are reasons for desiring to 
e-limmate as many factors ot un- 
certainty as possible. The debtor- 
e-ountries naturally do not view 
postponement as any great favor 
with interest piling up at the rate 
eif S per cent, or even 4 per cent. 
annually. Even at the lower rate 
it wouljl mean doubling the debt in 
25 years, and 25 ye-ars is not very 
Ijng in the affairs of nations. 


An International. Conference 
Unquestie>nably there is an im- 


portant body of opinion in this 
country in favor of our going far- 
ther, for the sake of achieving » 
general settlement, than Congresi! 
apparently is ready to go. Senti- 
ment in favor of calling an inter- 
national conference finds frequent 
expression m different parts of the 
country, hut it is useless for this 
government to invite a conference 
unless it is ready to share in the 
concessions which such a confer- 
ence will inevitably propose. 
A 


cemference is a place for reciprocal 
concessions. 
Our plea that the 


de-bts to the United States have no 
relation to the reparations may be 
convincing to us, but the troth is 
that-it carries conviction nowhere 
eUe. It may be logically faultless, 
but it is not psychologically persua- 
sive. France says thjit unless she 
collects important sums from 
Ger- 


many she cannot ^>ay the 'United 
States: how then can she -reduce 
her claims upon Germany? At a 
conference such questions must be 
answered face to face, and if w« 
have no answer that aids in the 
settlement we had better stay oat 
of the conference. 


Interests of the United States 
The fact is that the United State* 


t« interested 'in its own behalf ta 
having 
the 
European 
situation 


cleared up. The growing support 
in the West and in Congress for 
proposals to finance the exporta- 
tion of our products with govern- 
ment credit nffords proof of this. 
Nobody has ventured as yet to sug- 
gest that the New York banker*
